There are points 
nbout this system which we might 
‘lo well to imitate, ‘The task of dis- 
tinguishiny tho honest. man out of work 
from the abitual loafer should not be in- 
superablo even though Englishmen are not 
required to carry cortificates of origin and 
papers showing where and by whom they 
were last employed. Whether the, Stata 
should cstablish Labour Colonies is another 
question, But it would not require any 
drastic modification af our Poor-law systom 
to give preferential troatment to tho work- 
man aa agninst the vagabond. The practice 
of Switzerland is in favour of an experi- 
mont being made. Tt should bo undertaken 
without delay, for if trade continuca to ho 
bad during the coming winter, there will 
be many bond-fide working men on the 
rond, particularly in the Midlands afd tho 
North, who, for tho lack of timely and 
judicious help, wil} swell the army of 
‘mendicants, if thoy are not degraded to the 
Jovel of the more hopeless tramp.
